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A WEST INDIES CRUISE 



in 



Thursday, February 12, 1925. — 
We are appoaching Nassau, Bahama 
Islands. The sea has been quite 
rough all day. A storm last night 
brought high seas and unseasonable 
cold for this latitude. No doubt it 
will be warmer when we reach 
Nassau. I am wearing my blue coat 
and white trousers, which are com- 
fortable in the suddenly lowered 
temperature. Last night we had a 
concert at which a collection was 
taken in aid of seamen's charities 
The amount realized was $276, 
The entire program was good, but of 
course we missed much by being 
deaf. The " Montroyal Concert 
Troupe" is made up of one kitchen 
man, a stewardess, the gymnastic 
instructor, and four table stewards. 
Our table steward, named Joe Cus- 
sack, sings and dances nicely. 
They played as white face minstrels 
and were all comically costumed. 
They sang in concert. " It ain't 
gonna rain," putting particular em- 
phasis on the chorus: " For how 
in h— 1 can the old folks tell that it 
ain't gonna rain no mo." Father 
Burke was chairman, and said a lot 
that made the passengers laugh and 
applaud. He is very friendly and 
quite popular with all. The sea 
has quieted down somewhat, and 
there la less roll to the ship. 

Friday, February 13, 1925. — 
We reached Nassau, Bahama Islands, 
one hour behind schedule, that is, 
(1 p.m. No one was allowed to go 
ashore, because of the weather. Since 
early morning on Thursday, the 12th 
of February, we had strong head 
winds and high seas, and it was also 
quite cold. Many of the passengers 
wore seasick, but the tossing of the 
ship did not disconcert the deaf trio 
— Messrs. Souweine, Kohlman, and 
myself. It seems that most deaf 
people are immune from mal de tner. 
tth, what ! Next table to ours in 
the dining room is occupied by a 
very comely and refined young lady 
who went to school with Elizabeth 
Peet, a daughter of Or Isaac Lewis 
Peet, who was Principal of the New 
York Institution for nearly twenty- 
five years. Miss Peet is a Professor 
at Gallaudet College in Washington, 
I). C. The lady I mention as Miss 
Peet's classmate in girlhood is a 
sister of Bishop Harding Thursday 
being Lincoln's birthday, the dining 
salon was trimmed with flags, 
streamers tiud toy balloons. At each 
plate was a fancy paper hat, which 
the passengers wore and added to 
the tout ensemble of gayety and glad- 
ness. Everyone was impressed with 
the tribute paid to the memory of 
our great martyr President. 

We went ashore at eight this 
morning and had a horse and carriage 
to take us to places of interest. Let 
me say at the outset that Nassau is 
not the drunken, riotous place, we 
have been led to believe. On the 
contrary it is a scrupulously clean 
and orderly city, with plenty of fine 
stores and handsome residences. 
Nassau is on new Providence island, 
which is one of the twenty (out of 
the 300 islands which constitute the 
Bahama group) that is inhabited. 
The houses are built of coral, 
and their white walls gleam 
among the cocoanut palms and silk 
cotton trees. We visited one splendid 
hotel that overlooks the roadstead of 
Nassau Harbor. It has luxurious 
appointments, great piazzas, and a 
beautiful garden with tennis courts, 
etc. We saw the governor's man- 
sion, which is quite a large building 
with extensive grounds. Also, we 
saw the great silk cotton tree that is 
200 years old and has a base fully 
thirty feet in diameter. Silk cotton 
trees are peculiar in aspect. They 
all have wide-spreading branches and 
Spiral shaped trunks. In one yard 
that the carriage passed, there was a 
pile of spongeH ten or twelve feet high 
covering an area of half a city block. 
And now we come to Bermuda, 
after steaming nearly two days from 
Nassau following the Gulf Stream, 
that mysterious river of warm water 
in the Atlantic Ocean which flows 
Ota the Atlantic, circles Great 
Britain, and gives it a mild climate 
that would otherwise, at certain sea- 
sons of the year, be cold and bleak. 
I have written about Bermuda be- 
fore, so most of the local stuff will 
"nt be repeated. However, I 
want to say that this wondrous coral 
Island, with its warm but refresh- 
log climate, is -more and more appre- 



ciated each time one visits it. There 
is a charm about it that even the 
most phlegmatic cannot ignore. Its 
semitropical foliage, its flowers and 
ferns, its cocoanut palms and rubber 
and cedar trees, combined with the 
white glistening houses constructed 
of coral blocks, all make it an incom- 
parable paradise for jaded nerves and 
bounding youth alike. Its waters 
contain brilliantly hued fish, chief 
among which is the angel fish, which 
is so beautiful that only a gifted pen 
can describe it. It seems to have 
every color of the rainbow, and its 
tail and fins are actually as trans- 
parent as gauze. 

There are many carriage drives to 
places of interest, along the smooth 
white roads, with scenery indescrib- 
ably beautiful, (if one stays 
long enough to take them,) such 
as to the Devil's Hole, which 
is a natural grotto filled be- 
yond credence with fish ; Harring- 
ton Sound ; the Crystal Cave, electric 
lighted and exhibiting immense stal- 
actites and stalagmites ; the house 
once lived in by Tom Moore, the 
bard of Erin ; to St. George and its 
handsome hotel with the old church 
and town at its feet ; the Marine 
Garden under a sea that is the color 
of turquoise blue., etc., etc. 

The principal port and capital ia 
Hamilton, which has many very 
large and luxurious hotels, aud is 
quite a busy little city, getting most 
of its trade from tourists. No motor 
cars are allowed on the island, if we 
except a motor-driven atreet sprink- 
ler, but just now they are in the se- 
cond year of a debate Concerning the 
respective merits of a trolley line or 
the permission to operate motor- 
driven cars and buses. 

At Bermuda we were guests at 
dinner of Mr. Marion B. Kohlman 
and Mrs. Kohlman, brother and sis- 
ter-in-law of our own Henry C. 
Kohlman. They are ataying for a 
month at Bermuda's latest and most 
luxurious hotel, the Bermudiana. 
Incidentally, Mrs. Kohlman is one 
of the leaders in a golf tournament. 
Her husband is an expert, and both 
of them are ardent devotees of the 
game. 

I think everybody knows that 
Bermuda is a coral island. But few 
have a correct conception of its sur- 
face. It is not flat or low-lying, but 
is very billy, not to say mountainous. 
I am sorry to leave Bermuda, after 
only two half days of stay, but am 
glad the ship ia speeding to New 
York and home. 

Such a cruise is restful, healthful, 
instructive and enjoyable. We cov- 
ered about seven thousand miles of 
sea, on a ship that possessed every 
comfort{and convenience ; that was 
clean, sanitary, and accurate in mak- 
ing port and fulfilling to the letter 
every promise of its schedule. Our 
journey took us down the coast of the 
United States, past Central America, 
to South America. We sailed' upon 
the Atlantic Ocean, the Caribbean 
Sea, the Gulf of Mexico, and the 
Gulf of Parla. We went across the 
Panama Canal Zone to the Pacific 
Ocean, through Limon Bay on the 
Atlantic side to Panama Bay on the 
Pacific side. We visited five re- 
publics — the Cuban Republic, the 
Republics of Panama, Colombia, 
Venezuela and the so-called Black 
Republic of Hayti — besides island 
possessions of Great Britain, Hol- 
land, France and the United States, 
and practically, through automobile 
excursions, gained a pretty fair 
knowledge of them all. Before start- 
we were led to expect heat that would 
be blistering and unbearable, but 
found that unless you stood barehead- 
ed under the direct rays of the mid- 
day sun, the atmospheric conditions 
caused not the slightest discomfort. 
And in all our land excursions we 
motored in sunny climes, mid 
warmth and spice and bloom, in 
weather that people of our latitude 
would liken to a continuous June 
day.

Deafdom sit up and take notice. 
" Basketball," the magie name of 
Indiana High Sobool sport circles 
furnished the means, aud the In- 
diana State School for the Deaf 
furnished the ways. It might be 
said that Illinois furnished the 
fireworks. 

For h prize — a silver basket ball, 
elaborately engraved, mounted on h 
silver pedestal, superimposed on a 
highly polished mahogauy base. In 
addition to our own team, came ag 
gregation of fine young manhood 
from Wisoonsin, Ohio and Illinois 

Wisconsin's coach is no other than 
the great Frederick J. NessHUi, 
Vice President of the N. F. S. D., 
orgiuator of the Badger's now cele- 
brate five man defense. Rohey 
Burns, hero of a hundred basketball 
battles at Gallaudet, had the Illinois 
delegation in charge, and Ohio, the 
hard luck team, had Lewis LaFoun- 
taiu, fresh from the gridiron, dia 
mond and hard-wood 11 or of the Buff 
and Blue, dlreOting their destinies. 
Arthur II Noiris, also h Gallaudet 
man and manager of some of the 
Buff and Bine's most famous teams, 
with his hearing son, Arthur G. 
Noiris, were Indiana's meutors. 

Promptly at seven Friday, Fe- 
bruary 27th, with Wisconsin and 
Ohio on the floor, aud three hun- 
dred fans in the bleaeheis, the re- 
feree's whistle hlew, and the flisi 

annual Central States Basketball 
Tourney got underway. 

With the Badgers getting thetop- 
off, and Ohio having horrible luok 
under the basket, the outcome of the 
initial game was not loug in doubt. 
The main feature of this game, as 
indeed it was in the others, was th* 
inability of hoth teams to link free 
throws. Ilirtli aud Kalz worked 
their hearts out for Ohio, but Ilutli 
just oould iyit make them go 
through. Ruiz's dtihitling provoked 
remarks. At I he half the score read : 
Wisconsin, 1 1 ; Ohio, 4 The Buck 
eyes had an ace up their collective 
sleeve iu a tow-headed youth 
named Carman, who made his 
appearance early iu the second 
half. lie did not do anything tuit 
ring the bell three times hand run 
ning, but with Frank Spears and 
Willie marking them up regularly 
for the Badgers, Neesam's boys 
were not to be deuied. In the clos- 
ing tniunteB of play, F. Spears went 
out on personal fouls, and Mine, 
taking his place, pocketed two free 
throws for the last points of Hie 
game. Score : Wisconsin, 'K>; Ohio, 
18. 

Illinois aud Indiana were the 
contestants of the second fracas of 
the evening. It was fully ten 
minutes before Hie first point was 
made. Indiana seemed suffering 
from butter fingers and the heebie 
jeebics, and Illinois was throwing 
atshadows. K Miller finally broke 
the ice for the Suckers from a dif 
floult position, followed ■ moment 
later by Schradei. Rensberger, 
long overdue, sent one through for 
Indiana, giving the Orange and 
Black rooters a chance to let loose 
their pent up noise. Illinois bad 
some twenty fouls 0*1 led on hei 
during the course of the game, ami 
had Coach Burns traveling in 
circles. This was probably due to 
the fact we play a very closely of- 
ficiated game here, anl the referee 
was not missing anything. Those 
Illinois hoys came mighty near be- 
ing an all-star team, but Orabbe, 
R. Miller and Taylor stood out K. 
Miller was badly hurt about the 
bead in the first half, tint came 
back bandaged within an inch of 
his life In the second half and show- 
ed the lloosiers some nifty basket 

ball. Illinois won, but lb ore .0 

to 17 don't tell the story. Out of 
twenty five free throws Indiana 
made just nine. Nine, that's all. 
The lloosiers have a real team any- 
way. They could not have made 
the record they did dining the sea- 
son if they were not. Special credit 
for her showing goes to James He 
looked just about the sweetest play- 
er on the floor. I'aust, Miller and 
MoCracken were also on the job. 
Too bad that Paust and Miller, who 
ordinarily play steady games were 
off form, as far as basket shooting 
was oonoerued. Tough luok, but 
there is another year coming. 

The following afternoon, Satur- 
day, with the stands packed with 
Silents from all over the State, to | 



determine third and fourth place, 
Ohio and Indiana, the loser of Fri- 
day night's play put on two acts 
that were thrillers. Again Indiana's 
lamentable weakness at the foul line 
was extremely noticeable, and again 
Carmau, for Ohio, showed his cali- 
bre by throwing six field goals in 
the second half aud almost single 
handed upset the beans for Indiana. 
Thla game was also featured by the 
work of that kid James, who was 
thrown in as a kind of last resort, 
and promptly began to fill the goal 
with baskets. Both teams made 
ten field goals, but Indiana's five 
out of twenty free throws gave them 
a two-point margin, which was suffi- 
cient to win. Score : Indiana, 25; 
Ohio, 23. 

Immediately following this game 
the girls of Ohio and Indiana put on 
a set to for a silver loving cup ap 
propriately engraved. They might 
as well have handed it over to Cap- 
tain Gladys Iledrick before the 
game. Our gills have one of the 
two or three best and fastest teams 
in the State, and rarely make less 
than thirty points to the game. In 
Ethel Mandel, State champion from 
the foul line, md Lottie Hiukley, 
the lloosiers have two of the fastest 
forwards of any girls' team around 
these parts At guard Captain Iled- 
rick aud Helen Skeltou cover the 
floor like two blankets. Isabel 
Strahleand Louise Hayes complete 
the wonder five. It did not cause 
snt prise that Indiana won, though 
the ease with which she did it elicit- 
ed comment Those game little 
Ohio lasses kept tryiug until the 
final gun to keep the score down to 
respectable propori ions, and the way 
they fought and took defeat was 
most commendable. At the half 
the score read Indiana, 17; Ohio, 4. 
The final gun showed Indiana still 
ahead 37—7. 

The final game, for the champion 
ship, between Illinois and Wiscon- 
sin was packed full of kioks, aud 
about the only cool person theie 
was Wisconsin's coach, Neesam. 
Nothing during those heetio two 
days upset his equanimity. Taylor, 
for Illinois, kept up his good work 
of the Indiana game, aud R Miller, 
with ids head still bandaged, exhi- 
bited Moor work par excellence. Back 
guards are not always In the lime 
light, but there were two of tbem on 
the floor in this game The lead see- 
sawed for the first few minute*, 
then the Suckers took the lead and 
were not headed again during the 
rest of tha game. Wille and A. 
Spears showed the best for Wiscon 
sin. F. Speais went out eaily iu the 
second half for personal fouls, be- 
ing the MOOn 1 time it happened to 
him, after having tough luok on 
baskets but playing a whale of a 
floor game. N earing the close it 
seemed humanly impossible to play 
any faster, but they did, and it de- 
veloped Into the speediest content 
probably ever played on the Iu 
diana floor. Just before the whistle 
sounded an unidentified Wiseousiu 
player shot out of a melee for the 
basket, and it was cruel fate it did 
not go in — it would have done so 
most of the time. At the half Wis 
cousin lead 10 to 8. The soore of 
the last half was: Wisconsin 12, 
Illinois 6. The Badgers had too 
big a lead to overcome, however, 
and the 22 to 20 score just about 
tells the difference between the 
teams. And two points isn't much. 
Yd, Illinois has a dandy team and 
it's victory was deservedly won. 
Coach Burns certainly installed a 
do-or die spirit in his boys that was 
beautiful to watch.

Auto Legislation in New Jersey 



The amendment to tbe motor 
vehicles law, called Assembly Bill, 
No. 422, bas beer, passed by both 
the Senate and the Assembly of 
New Jersey, and it only remains 
for the Governor's signature to 
make it law. If bis attitude is the 
same as it was two years ago, 
there is no doubt he will sign. 
The amendment to the previous 
law reads : 

' ' The • Commissioner of Motor 
Vehicles shall be authorized, and 
full power and authority are here- 
by given to him to license at his 
discretion, and upon payment of 
of the lawful fee, any proper per- 
son of the age of seventeen years 
or over to be a motor vehicle 
driver, said commissioner or his 
inspectors having first examined 
said person, being satisfied of his 
or her ability as an operator, which 
examination shall include a test of 
the knowledge on the part of said 
person of such portions of the me- 
chanism of motor vehicles as is 
necessary, in order to insure the 
safe operation of a vehicle of the 
kind or kinds indicated by the 
applicant, and of tbe laws and 
ordinary usage* of the road, and 
the said applicant having demon- 
strated his or her ability to operate 
a vehicle of the class designated ; 
and the said Commissioner of Mo- 
tor Vehicles may in his discretion, 
refuse to grant a license to drive 
motor vehicles to any person, who 
shall, in the estimation of said 
commissioner, be an improper per- 
son to be granted such a license ; 
provided, however, that no physical 
de/eit 0/ the applicant shall debar 
him or her from receiving a license 
unless it can be shown by common 
experience that such defect incapaci- 
tates him or her from safely operat- 
ing a motor vehicle." 

This hill was introduced, Fe- 
bruary 10th. It passed the As- 
sembly last Wednesday, by a vote 
of 39 to 9. And on Friday night 
of last week it was adopted by the 
Senate without a single dissenting 
vote. 

This leaves Maryland the only 
State that denies the rights of the 
deaf to drive automobiles. 

Considering tbe work and expense 
entailed in pushing tbe bill to a sue* 
cessful consummation, it is astound- 
ing that the deaf have made such 
a meagre response to the appeal for 
contributions. The amount con- 
tributed is about $350, whereas the 
need is at least $1100. It is hoped 
they will get busy and fill up tbe 
fund. It does not matter whether 
they own or want to drive cars. 
Their rights are involved, and may 
be imperilled in the future if the 
deaf are indifferent now. 

So far, a victory for right and 
justice has been obtained. Do not 
smirch the record with any neglect 
of duty.

The appeal of L. Byrd Brush- 
wood from tbe decision of the Com 
inissioner of Motor Vehicles of 
Maryland refusing to grant him mi 
automobile license, just because he 
vtdB deaf, whs dismissed without 
discussion. We note Judge rJUrUn's 
opinion criticises tbe attitude of the 
State officials in ezcludiug deaf 
drivers on tbe ground that if tbe 
drivers now licensed do not obey 
the laws accidents may happen 
Disagreeing with tbe majority views 
of the Court, we publish below his 
opinion in full. 

Dissenting Opinion 

I am unable to agree with the 
views of the majority of the Court 
in this case. 

There are two questions before 
the Court, first : the jnri.-dictiou of 
the Court on the appeal; se- 
cond : the propriety of the action of 
the Commissioner of Motor Vehi- 
cles. 

Section 145 of Article 56 of the 
Code, as amended by Chapter 500 of 
the act of 1920, provides for an ap- 
peal from the action of the Com- 
missioner in refusing, suspending or 
revoking licesnes ; and necessarily 
such an appeal can he tbe case be- 
fore tbe Court here de novo ; and 
there can be found in the statues 
no limitations upon the power of 
the Court to decide the cases in ac 
cordance with what is right and 
jnst.

of Motor Vehioles; but a rehearing 
of the case to determine whether the 
applicant, Brushwood, is entitled to 
have a license to operate motor 
vehicles. 

Tbe evidence and record show 
that upon the written application of 
Brushwood for a license, he was re- 
quired to state whether or not his 
bearing was good ; and, when he an- 
swered that be was totally deaf, op- 
portunity was refused him to 
demonstrate bis ability to drive a 
ear; and no investigation was.made 
of bis character and reputation as a 
prudent and careful man — ibe 
license was peremptorily refused 
bim solely upon the ground that he 
was deaf. 

The evidence before the Court 
showed that Brushwood was a man 
neat ing mid lie age, that he had been 
driving a car for over two years, dur- 
ing which time he had driven about 
twelve thousand miles; that he had 
driven n number of times in the 
congested traffic of Baltimore City; 
that he was regarded by his neigh- 
hots who bad driven with bim and 
had seen him drive as a careful aud 
prudent man, and that he had never 
had an accident of any kind. 

Assuming as corrrect the position 
of the majority of the Court that 
the Commissioner cannot presciihe 
arbitrary qualifications for opera- 
tors' liceoses not found in the law, 
and that deafness in itself does not 
amouut to a disqualification, then 
the only logical verdict in this case, 
would be a reversal of tbe Com- 
missioner's rnlitig i:i order that tbe 
applicant might have an oppor- 
tunity to demonstrate bis ability to 
drive a car. - — 

Tbe action of tbe majority of tbe 
rt, however, is to sustain tbe 
Commissioner in bis absolute refusal 
without regard to what qualifica- 
tions the applicant may possess, to 
grant him a license on account of 
iiis deafness. 

The testimony of the heads of 
two important institutions for the 
deaf — Gallaudet College in Wash 
in and the State School at, 
ierick — was that the deaf culti- 
vated their other ssosss to such an 
extent that tbey are very little handi- 
capped iu their actions by their 
lack of hearing. 

Those who are deaf oomprise a 
considerable portion of our commu- 
nity, and no one has ever contend- 
ed that they are incompetent to 
drive horse drawn vehicles; and to 
lfO0.de, as the majority of thin Court 
baa done, arbitrarily that this class 
of out citizens shall be barred from 
the use of the public highways by 
the ordinary means of tranapor'ation 
now employed seems extremely un 

jU*t. 

Every applicant for u license is 
entitled to have his ease investigated 
fairly; aad if he is competent to 
handle a machine and is not other- 
wise objectionable, his inability to 
hear is no impediment to bis obtain 
ing a license. It is then up to tbe 
applicant to see that be obeys the 
rules of the road, and to avoid 
"nta. 

The Commissionfr ot Motor Vehi- 
cles himself testified that, if the 
rules of tbe road were obeyed, there 
would bo uo wt-< and these 

rules certainly depend not at all

Are you aware of the fact that — 

Few drivers of the big noisy 
trucks that are met on all high 
ways, are able to hear signal horns, 
police whistles, or even tlie whistles 
of approaching trains ? • 

Olivers in closed sedans heal sig 
nals gieatly muffled or not at all ? 

Driveis of old and noisy cars are 
in about the same predicament ? 

Maryland and New Jersey ap- 
parently are the only States that 
have taken the stand you so highly 
laud. 

In Massachusetts licenses are 
freely given to deaf who can pass 
required road examination. Yet 
the registrar of motor vehicles in 
Massachusetts has said that the re- 
cords of the Stale do not reveal a 
siugle accident attributable to deaf- 
ness. 

In Massachusetts, traffic is 
highly congested, its old towns 
have narrow streets and blind cor- 
nets which necessitate extreme care 
in driving, and on its country roads, 
winding in and out among the bills, 
the view is obscured in a way un- 
known to either Maryland or New- 
Jersey. 

Liabillity insurance companies
